Mr#. HAROLD C*|;BRCWN, investment broker, 1108 Liberty Bank 
Building, advised that he recalled neither the name 
IfUHFBI nor the name of subject organization, but did remember 
that about a year and\a.hal£ or two years ago, a man called 
on him saying he w^ contacting prominent Buf falonians for support of a patrio- 
tic program^ Mr» BROJifK stated that it developed that the caller wished finan- 
cial aid and assistance in the distribution of literature, and that he exhibi** 
ted a list of Buffalo busUiessmen who had made contributions to this cause# 
The ^informant said he could not now recall any of the names, but believed 
WARD^WlCKftlRB appeared as a contributor of $500 or $1,000 to the calleris 
orgariiaation, Miich he remembered as an organization having headquarters in 
Connecticut. HiOWN said that althou^ the individual was an excellent
